Mods  to  be  removed  Industries

President  Dean  Hubbard  said  the  modu¬ 
lar  classrooms  should  no  longer  be  apart 
of  the  Northwest  campus  by  the  Fall  2007 
trimester. 

The  University  now  has  plans  to  make 
the  lower  level  of  Valk  the  now  history, 
humanities,  philo.sopliy  and  political  .sci¬ 
ence  facility,  which  could  be  up  and  running 


within  two  years. 

While  the  mods  have  surpa.s.sed  their 
two  years  of  needed  service,  they  continue 
to  bo  a  part  of  the  University  campus.  Ray 
Courter,  vice  president  of  finance  and  sup¬ 
port  sorvice.s,  said  the  mods  should  be  gone 
by  Aug.  15. 

Plans  are  also  underway  to  renovate 
the  lower  level  of  Valk  to  relocate  the  his¬ 
tory,  humanities,  philosophy  and  political 
science  department.  The  remodeling  would 
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cost  approximately  $3.5  million,  which  could 
possibly  add  $3  per  credit  hour  to  tuition. 
Increasing  tuition  would  only  be  a  tempo¬ 
rary  situation  until  Missouri  started  capital 
funding  again  or  the  loan  the  University 
would  take  out  from  the  Northwest  Founda¬ 
tion  was  paid  back,  Hubbard  .said. 

The  plans  include  six  possible  class¬ 
rooms,  a  seminar  cla.ssroom,  office  rooms

Disclaimers  plaster  the  walls  of  tartning 
salons  to  ensure  tanners  know  what 
tiiey're  in  for. 

"Danger— Ultraviolet  Radiation.  Repeated 
exposure  may  cause  premature  aging  of  the  skin 
and  skin  cancer." 

With  Mother  Nature  taunting  everyone  with 
her  sporadic  warm  weather,  many  summer  hope¬ 
fuls  head  to  these  tanning  beds  to  start  bronzing 
bodies  for  what  they  consider  a  "healthy  glow." 
However, ’that  glow  is  anything  but  healthy. 
"People  have  always  liked  the  look  of  a  tan. 
If  someone  is  pale  they  are  coasidered  sickly,  but 
if  you  have  nice  pink  cheeks  we  tend  to  associate 
it  witli  being  healthy  but  it  can  often  lead  to  cell 
damage,"  said  Virginia  Murr,  director  of  wellne.ss 
and  assistant  director  of  health  services  at  the 
University  Healtli  Center. 

The  tanning  trend  has  created  a  buzz  of  popu¬ 
larity  through  its  $5  billion  a  year  industry  among 
young  women  and  men,  American  Academy  of 
Dermatology  Council. 

Maryville's  tanning  salon.s.  Beach  Tanning 


and  Jass  Tanning  and  Hair  Styling  Beauty  Salon, 
average  1 20  to  200  customers  daily,  witli  well  over 
tlic  majority  being  female  clients. 

"Tanning  just  makes  you  feel  good.  It's  a 
place  you  can  go  and  relax.  It's  a  quick  fix  and 
then  you're  good  to  go,"  said  I’am  Campbell, 
owner  of  Beach  Tanning. 

Northwest  junior  Julia  Larson  spends  her 
spring  montlis  propping  for  tlie  bronzed  look  at 
the  tanning  beds  to  make  her  golden  by  summer. 

"I  go  because  1  like  the  way  tanned  skin 
looks,"  Larson  .said.  "I'm  not  really  concerned. 
I  know  1  should  be  and  I  know  all  the  dangers, 
but  1  do  it  anyway." 

Almost  80  percent  of  teens  ages  12  to  17  said 
they  know  tanning  can  be  dangeious,  but  66 
percent  .said  people  look  better  witli  a  tan,  accord¬ 
ing  to  The  American  Academy  of  Dermatology 
nationwide  survey. 

"The  biggest  risk  is  melanoma.  We  .should  be 
concerned  because  incidents  have  increa.se  7  to  10 
percent  peryear  and  altliough  we're  making  prog¬ 
ress  in  cancer,  tanning  can  still  cause  dianges  that 
can  lead  to  melanoma  and  even  death,"  Murr  said.

from  tax 

Aquila  not  ordered  to  pay 
$1 .4  million  franchise  tax

Reexamination  of  a  16-year-old  city  ordinance 
revealed  Aquila's  alleged  $1.4  million  franchise  tax 
debt  was  unfounded. 

The  city  of  Maryville  iniposes  a  franchi.se  fee  to 
businesse.s;  however,  the  tax  was  never  intended 
for  utility  companies,  like  Aquila,  to  be  charged, 
said  Matthew  LeCerf,  Maryville  City  Manager. 

The  organization  that  performed  the  audit  of 
Maryville's  businesses  announced  January  2007 
that  Aquila  neglected  to  pay  a  franchise  tax  to  the 
city.  Taxfinders  allegedly  misunderstood  the  city 
ordinance  and  based  their  findings  on  incorrect 
information,  LeCerf  said. 

"The  assumption  that  Aquila  owed  the  city 
of  Maryville  $1.4  million  is  not  substantial  and 
unfounded,"  [.eCerfsaid.  "Tlie  ordinance  does  not 
specifically  include  industrial  customers." 

In  1991,  the  city  of  Maryville  decided  to 
exempt  industries,  specifically  gas  and  electric,  he 
said.  Industrial  customers  have  not  been  required 
to  pay  franchi.se  tax  for  the  past  16  years. 

Aquila  agrees  with  the  city  council  that  the 
ordinance  does  not  cover  industrial  customers, 
Aquila  spokesperson  Bob  McKeon  said.  This  was 
Aquila's  understanding  from  the  L-jeginning  and 
the  reason  why  the  company  has  never  collected 
the  tax. 

"The  Maryville  city  council  said  that  the 
Maryville  Fraiichise  Tax  Ordinance  on  Gas  and 
Electric  Revenue  does  not  and  never  intended  to 
cost  franclii.se  fee  to  be  levied  on  industrial  custom¬ 
ers,"  McKoon  said.

STUDY  ABROAD 


Faculty,  students 
discuss  proposal

In  an  effort  to  hear  and  respond 
to  questions  and  criticisms  about 
a  pending  study  abroad  require¬ 
ment,  Northwest  Marketing  and 
Management  Department  faculty 
met  with  concerned  students  and 
staff,  Tuesday. 

The  curriculum  change  would 
require  all  declared  marketing 
and  business  management  majors, 
beginning  with  this  fall's  incoming 
class,  to  earn  three  academic  credit 
hours  while  studying  abroad. 

In  addition  to  current  market¬ 
ing  and  management  students,  a 
number  of  Sludenl  Senate  members 
attended  to  present  the  opinions  of 
their  constituents,  the  majority  of 
who  are  opposed  to  the  require¬ 
ment,  Senate  Student  Affairs  Chair 
Andrea  Garcia  said. 

Garcia  highlighted  several 
points  included  in  the  Senate's 
resolution  of  opposition  to  the 
proposal.  She  said  while  the  cur¬ 
rent  marketing  and  management 
students  the  Senate  spoke  with 
arc  not  against  the  study  abroad 
program,  they  do  lake  issue  with 
being  forced  to  participate. 

Associate  professor  Chi  Lo  Lim 
agreed  the  plan  does  not  leave 
much  room  for  students  lo  opt  out 
of  traveling  abroad,  but  slre.ssed 
the  new  global  component  is  essen¬ 
tial  for  any  business  student  to  be 
successful  after  graduation. 

"For  us  lo  Have  that  opportu¬ 
nity  gives  you  an  edge.  When  you 
decided  to  come  here,  you  made  an 
investment,"  Lim  said.  "An  invest¬ 
ment  for  what?  To  gel  an  edge." 

Even  students  planning  to 
return  home  to  a  family-owned 
business  after  graduation  need 
some  sort  of  international  expo¬ 
sure,  Lim  said. 

More  and  more  businesses  are 
experiencing  global  interaction, 
and  students  need  to  know  how 
lo  interact  with  other,  foreign 
businesses. 

"People  function  differently 
over  there  than  over  here,"  Lim 
said.  "Things  are  done  differ¬ 
ently." 

Another  of  the  Senate's  con¬ 
cerns  pertains  to  the  potential 
financial  burden  the  proposal 
would  place  on  low-income  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  fact  that  some  stu¬ 
dents  would  be  unable  to  go 
abroad  due  to  work  and/or  family 
obligations. 

However,  professor  emeritus 
Ron  DeYoung  said  gaining  global 
experience  is,  in  fact,  the  cheaper 
option  in  the  long  run. 

"If  students  don't  gel  the  expe¬ 
rience,  it  will  cost  them  more  than 


if  they  do,"  DeYoung  .said.  "They 
would  be  graduating  without  a 
necessary  requirement." 

Tom  Billesbach,  Booth  Col¬ 
lege  of  Business  and  Professional 
Studies  dean,  said  the  college 
is  actively  seeking  funding  for 
student  scholarships  locally  and 
nationally,  and  that  he  has  access 
lo  an  additional  $100,000  from  the 
Northwest  Poundation  for  po.ssible 
scholarship  funds. 

In  addition,  Billc.sbach  said  if 
there  were  a  special  case  in  which 
a  student  could  not  legitimately 
afford  lo  travel,  he  would  be  will¬ 
ing  to  provide  all  of  the  nece.s.sary 
funds. 

Students  in  certain  cases  do 
have  the  option  of  appealing  the 
requirement  to  a  department 
board,  as  long  as  they  participate 
in  an  alternative  if  their  appeal 
is  upheld,  according  lo  the  pro¬ 
posal. 

However,  faculty  members  said 
the  proposal  is  flexible,  bccau.se  it 
gives  students  a  number  of  options 
when  the  time  comes  to  earn  their 
required  credits.  Students  can  go 
abroad  during  the  fall  and  spring 
Irimester.s,  or  can  opt  for  shorter 
stays  during  the  summer.  I'urlher, 
students  would  be  allowed  to 
partake  in  faculty-led  excursions 
during  regular  trimester  breaks, 
such  as  Spring  Break.  ' 

Senator  Abby  Freeman  was 
one  of  .several  student  leaders  who 
expressed  concern  with  the  study 
abroad  proposal's  hasty  imple¬ 
mentation. 

She  suggested  the  department 
wail  until  Pall  2008,  when  the 
student  course  catalogue  is  offi¬ 
cially  updated,  to  introduce  the 
requirement.  That  would  give  the 
department  time  to  iron  out  min¬ 
ute  details  and  efficiently  answer 
incoming  students'  questions. 
Freeman  .said. 

But  Lim  said  a'delay  would 
not  be  that  effective,  because  the 
proposal  is  so  innovative.  Students 
would  still  have  questions  and/or 
special  circumstances  a  year  from 
now,  she  said. 

The  Senate  is  disappointed  it 
did  not  receive  adequate  notice  of 
the  proposal  before  it  began  going 
through  the  curriculum  change 
approval  process,  Garcia  said.

The  alarm  went  off  that  morn¬ 
ing — early  as  it  always  did.  Jami 
Greene  woke  up  and  began  lo  gel  out 
of  bed  when  she  suddenly  found  it 
very  bard  to  walk. 

jami  was  diagno.scd  with  mul¬ 
tiple  sclerosis  in  2002,  a  disease  That 
not  only  affected  her  but  everyone 
around  her. 

"I  used  to  teach  aerobics,  go  to 
the  gym  daily  and  go  deer  bunting. 
I  loved  fishing  and  Inking  my  kids 
fishing.  The  doctors  won't  let  me 
do  any  of  lhe.se  things  anymore," 
Greene  .said. 

Jami  is  a  single  motlier  of  three 
children,  Austin,  )7,  Alexi.s,  16  and 
Chandler,  7.  Living  life  with  MS  is 
hard,  Jami  said,  but  raising  children 
and  being  the  only  source  of  income 
is  somelliing  Jami  deals  with  every¬ 
day, 

Jami  started  college  in  1988  in 
Tarkio.  When  the  school  closed,  in

1991,  she  moved  to  Texas.  Soon  after, 
Jami  and  her  ex-husband  moved  into 
the  house  she  is  living  in  now.  She 
began  working  at  Cooper  Nuclear 
Station  in  Nebraska,  a  43-milc  drive. 
She  loved  her  job  and  was  making  a 
very  decent  salary. 

Tlie  morning  Jami  noticed  some¬ 
thing  was  wrong,  she  was  getting 
ready  for  work. 

"What's  wrong  with  me?"  Jami 
asked  herself. 

Mad  at  her  inability  to  walk,  .she 
got  ready  and  forced  herself  into  her 
car.  She  started  to  head  toward  the 
plant.  When  she  got  there,  she  tried 

10  walk  up  the  six  flights  of  stairs  that 
she  dominated  on  a  normal  day. 

"I  can't  do  it.  Wait,  yes  1  can. 
Why  am  I  being  so  lazy?  There  is 
no  reason  why  1  should  not  be  able 
to  walk  up  the.se  stairs,"  Jami  said 
to  herself. 

Tlierc  was  a  reason  though,  Jami 
had  been  fighting  off  MS  for  the  last 

11  years  but  had  no  idea. 

Jami  was  diagnosed  vvilli  mono¬ 


nucleosis  in  high  school.  She  fought 
it  off  and  assumed  that  everything 
was  fine.  Doctors  believe  the  mono 
nucleosis  triggered  her  MS. 

When  Greene  was  diagnosed 
with  MS  in  2002,  she  was  told  that  she 
had  27  lesions  on  her  brain,  Greene 
is  now  down  to  two  lesions. 

Lesions  are  scars  on  the  brain 
that  slow  down  or  stop  the  messages 
from  reaching  the  rest  of  the  body, 
according  to  Tire  National  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Society. 

Multiple  Sclerosis  is  a  long¬ 
term  di.seasc  that  affects  the  central 
nervous  system  which  includes  the 
brain,  spinal  cord  and  the  optic  ner\'e, 
according  to  St.  Francis  Hospital  and 
Health  Services, 

MS  affects  approximately  400.fKX) 
people  in  this  country  and  every 


week  about  200  more  people  are 
diagnosed  according  to  The  National 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Sixriety. 

While  MS  has  affected  Jami's  life 
dramatically,  it  plays  a  part  in  her 
children's  life  as  well. 

"My  daughter  thinks  of  MS  as 
a  handicap.  She  is  embarra.ssed  by 
me  and  doesn't  spend  a  lot  of  time  at 
home.  My  oldest  son  hassles  her  and 
tells  her  it  is  something  I  can't  control, 
and  my  youngest  is  there  to  supjxirt 
me  all  the  way,"  Jami  said. 

People  around  Maiywille  are  ver\' 
supportive  and  don't  make  me  Ic'd 
like  an  outcast,  Jami  said. 

"MS  is  a  horrible  di.sease,"  Jami 
.said.  "I  would  never  wish  this  di.seasc- 
on  my  worst  enemy,  not  that  I  have 
one,  but  1  would  never  wish  it  upon 
anybody."

Another  problem  1  foresee  is 
the  one  to  two-year  period  where 
students  in  the  1  IHld’S  department 
will  be  going  to  classes  even'where 
on  campus  from  Bearcat  Stadium, 


to  the  Fine  Arts  Building,  to  Valk. 
Many  professors  \Vithin  the  depart¬ 
ment  roly  on  projectors  and  maps 
and  some  of  the  rooms  will  not  be 
equipped  with  all  of  the  necessary 
equipment.  Yt)u  see  it's  not  the  mods 
we  hate — it's  the  fact  that  the  Uni¬ 
versity  ignoied  them  for  so  long. 

I  must  say  I'm  happy  the  Uni¬ 
versity  is  finally  adilressing  the 
issue.  1  commenil  President  Hub¬ 
bard,  the  B(jard  of  Regents  and 
other  University  officials  for  finally 
recognizing  this  problem. 

However,  I  really  hope  they  stay 
committed  to  these  plan.s,  and  they 
don't  die  out  during  the  summer. 
Students  will  be  back  next  fall  and 
these  same  students  will  not  forget 
the  way  they've  been  tresUed  in  the 
past  by  the  administration.

MODS;  Valk  to  be  remodeled  for 
HHPPS  department

and  leisure  areas.  It  would  take 
several  more  months  of  design 
work  and  then  construction  could 
take  about  18  months,  Courtcr 
.said. 

Even  though  construction 
would  take  a  wliile,  Courter  urges 
for  faculty  and  students  to  know 
cla.sscs  could  still  bo  held  in  the 
area  already  finished  while  con¬ 
struction  continued. 

"Valk  looks  very  institutional. 
It  has  no  appeal,"  Hubbard  said. 
"It  needs  more  architectural  piz¬ 
zazz." 

Provost  Kichoon  Yang  said 
the  plans  for  Valk  arc  more  than 
just  a  possibility,  adding  it  was  a 
solid  plan. 

The  other  side  is  how  the  Uni¬ 
versity  would  fund  the  renovations 
for  Valk.  Yang  said  one  possible 
way  to  finance  the  project  would 
be  by  applying  a  small  surcharge  if 
the  proposal  for  the  tuition  increase 
does  not  pass. 

Courter  believes  the  new 
department  in  the  lower  level  of 
Valk  could  be  fully  up  and  running 
by  Fall  2009. 

While  the  mods  could  be  gone 
by  Fall  2007,  this  could  spark  a  year 
of  inconvenience  for  students  and 
faculty  for  the  department. 

Classes  would  most  likely 
relocate  to  now  classrooms  in  Wells 
Hall,  Bearcat  Stadium,  the  Olive 
DeLuce  Fine  Arts  Building  and  a 
room  that  could  be  utilized  as  a 
classroom  In  Hudson  and  Perrin, 
the  new  freshmen  residence  halls. 

The  plan  to  spread  classes 
throughout  the  campus  for  the 
department  seems  unfair  to  some, 
including  prclfe,ssor  Joel  Benson. 

Benson  predicts  this  would  be 
an  inconvenience  for  the  faculty 
because  .some  of  the  classes  would 
not  have  Internet  ncce.'^s,  LCD  pro¬ 
jectors  and  proper  mai’S. 

"Nobody  else  on  C£  nipus  has  to 
do  this,"  Benson  said. 

Yang  said  the  April  12  article 
from  the  Missourian  addresses  an 
important  topic  about  the  mods.

that  moduliir  cla.s.s  replacement 
is  the  highest  priority  within  the 
academic  division,"  Yang  said,  who 
sympathizes  with  the  students  and 
the  faculty  of  the  department. 

Associate  professor  David 
McLaughlin  clarified  the  main 
problem  he  has  with  the  mods  is 
not  with  the  structure  of  the  mods, 
but  the  students  who  attended 
classes  in  them. 

"The  mods  show  a  lack  of 
respect  to  the  students,"  McLaugh¬ 
lin  said.  "That  is  my  chief  com- 
f)laint." 

During  the  past  decade,  the 
University  received  approximately 
$150  million  from  the  state  for  capi¬ 
tal  improvements. 

These  include  renovating 
Golden  Hall  and  the  Garrett- 
Strong  Science  Building.  When 
state  capital  funding  froze,  the  Fine 
Arts  Building  was  next  on  the  list 
to  be  remodeled,  as  was  construc¬ 
tion  on  a  new  history,  humanities, 
philosophy  and  political  science 
department  building. 

As  for  the  new  the  turf  and 
the  lights  for  the  Bearcat  Stadium, 
Hubbard  said  if  a  donor  gives  the 
University  money  for  a  specific 
cause,  the  University  is  not  allowed 
to  take  the  money  from  the  donor 
and  use  it  for  something  else. 

"The  lights  and  turf  is  some¬ 
thing  that  would  not  got  done 
without  a  donor,"  Hubbard  said. 
"Would  you  really  want  to  be 
apart  of  an  institution  that  would 
do  something  like  taking  donor 
money  and  using  it  for  something 
■  else?" 

The  mods  that  are  still  able 
to  function  will  bo  used  as  office 
space  or  storage  for  the  challenge 
course  at  Lake  Mozingo,  where  the 
University  owns  315  acres  on  the 
east  side  of  the  lake. 

Another  building  will  go  to  the 
Ed  Phillips  Memorial  Rodeo  Arena 
and  the  final  mod  will  go  to  the 
orchard  by  the  pellet  plant  on  the 
west  side  of  campus. 

Courter  said  it  is  fair  to  say  the 
mods  have  served  a  valued  service 
to  the  University,  but  now  it  is  time 
to  move  forward.

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Tanners  who  buy  unlimited 
monthly  packages  are  at  most  risk 
becau.se  women  who  visit  tanning 
salons  more  than  once  a  month  are 
55  percent  more  likely  to  develop 
malignant  melanoma.  The  risk 
doubles  for  women  in  their  twen¬ 
ties  who  tan  regularly,  according 
to  the  Journal  of  National  Cancer 
Institute. 

Malignant  melanoma  is  a  can¬ 
cer  of  pigment-producing  skin  cells 
that  can  be  cured  with  early  detec¬ 
tion  but  can  be  fatal  if  cells  progress 
and  spread  to  tlie  rest  of  the  body. 

Melanoma  risks  from  sun  expo¬ 
sure  also  varies  on  skin  tone  and 
hair  color.  Risks  arc  hvicc  as  higlier 
for  blondes  than  for  women  with 
brown  or  black  hair.  For  red-haired 
women,  the  risk  is  four  times  greater 
because  of  their  sensitive  skin. 

Although  tanning  has  negative 
health  effects,  some  argue  tanning 
has  reverse  effects  and  may  be 
beneficial. 

"Vitamin  D  comes  from  UV 
rays  and  we  all  need  it  to  survive," 
Campbell  said.  "A  tanning  salon 
is  a  controlled  environment  and 
tanning  the  appropriate  amount  of 
time  for  you  skin  type  is  not  any 
more  dangerous  than  the  sun." 

Because  your  skin  generates 
vitamin  D  from  sunlight  exposure, 
those  who  have  healthy  vitamin 
D  levels  are  much  less  likely  to 
develop  certain  forms  of  cancer, 
according  to  the  AmericanXssocia- 
tion  for  Cancer  Research. 

During  the  dreary  winter 
months,  tanning  can  offer  a  time 
for  relaxation.  In  a  tanning  session, 
a  person  can  take  20  minutes  of 
downtime  to  meditate  or  catch  a 
power  nap. 

Mental  health  benefits  from 
exposure  to  light  can  also  help 
relieve  symptoms  of  Seasonal  Affec¬ 
tive  Disorder.  A  person  suffering 
from  this  type  of  dcpre.ssion  often 
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feels  uplifted  during  the  bright 
and  long  days  of  summer  and 
spring.  Sunlight  or  UV  exposure 
can  change  the  body's  chemical 
composition  to  ^vliere  it  can  stop 
a  person  from  falling  into  this 
depression. 

"The  key  is  to  tan  in  mod¬ 
eration.  You  don't  tan  outside  year 
round,  so  you  shouldn't  tan  inside 
year  round,"  said  Jenny  Mullen, 
owner  of  Ja.ss  Salon.  "If  you  overdue 
it  and  abuse  it,  your  skin  suffers 
and  if  will  look  wrinkly  when  you 
get  older." 

Indoor  tanning  in  moderation 
is  suggested  to  be  one  to  two  days 
per  week,  according  to  Maryville 
tanning  salons. 

To  get  the  full  benefits  of  the 
summer's  sun  without  Ihe  a.ssis- 
tance  of  tanning  beds,  sunscreen 
with  an  SPF  of  at  least  15  is  recom¬ 
mended  along  with  protection  for 
the  eyes. 

Staying  hydrated  by  drinking 
plenty  of  fluids  will  not  deprive 
the  face  of  natural  moisture  and  by 
ignoring  peak  sun  hours  from  10 
a.m.  to  3  p.m.  will  reduce  the  risk 
of  a  burn. 

"Everyone  must  be  educated 
on  the  long  term  risks  and  damage 
of  tanning  indoors  and  outdoors," 
Murr  said. 

Unlike  many  of  the  young 
women  and  men  who  flock  to  tan¬ 
ning  beds  each  spring.  Northwest 
junior  Jenny  Billings  protects  her 
skin  by  avoiding  over-exposure 
in  tanning  beds  and  wears  a  SPF 
15  moisturizer  under  her  makeup 
every  day. 

"Being  tan  may  seem  attractive 
now  but  when  your  skin  starts  to 
develop  wrinkles,  sunspots,  and 
looks  like  leather,  being  tan  really 
won't  matter  anymore,"  Billings 
said.  "Being  pale  might  not  be 
the  most  attractive  thing  to  some 
people  but  1  will  take  it  over  skin 
cancer  or  a  leather-like  appearance 
any  day."

Many  Mi.ssouri  cities  cr, act  fran- 
chise  tax  ordinances,  he  said.  How¬ 
ever,  not  all  cities  have  the  tax. 

'"Each  city  has  the  option  to 
choose  customer  class.  Maryvil  le  has 
chosen  residential,  commercial  and 
retail  and  not  industrial,"  McKeon 
sajd. 

Cities  charge  franchise  lax  to 
businesses  that  offer  services,  LeCerf 
.said.  They  charge  5  percent  of  the 
total  bill  for  the  franchise  tax. 

Tl-ic.se  businc.sscs  pay  the  lax  .so 
it  can  provide  services  to  its  custom- 
ei-s,  he  said. 

"It  is  like  leasing  the  right  of 
ways  to  got  the  product  to  the  cus¬ 
tomers,"  LeCerf  .said. 


In  addition,  cities  charge  busi¬ 
nesses  franchi.se  tax.  lb  cover  that 
charge,  businesses  build  that  tax  into 
their  prires,  McKeon  said.  ILie  fran¬ 
chise  tax  paid  by  the  customer  gcx-s 
through  the  businesses  to  the  city  on 
a  monthly  basis.  It  is  collected  so  the 
city  can  have  that  revenue  base. 

"'iLie  city  has  concluded  that  the 
franchi.se  fee  doesn't  apply  to  indus¬ 
trial  customers  so  no  lax  is  due," 
McKeon  said. 

In  addition,  Mar}'ville  can  u.se 
the  ordinana’  as  an  incentive  to  keep 
businesses  in  the  city,  U'Cerf  said. 

"We  love  having  industries 
here  and  we  want  to  keep  it  that 
way,"  LeCerf  said.  "They  provide 
economic  opportunities  by  providing 
employment  to  the  community."

Campus  Safety  Director  Clar¬ 
ence  Green,  said  Northwest  has  a 
general  emergency  plan  for  differ¬ 
ent  situations  that  could  occur  on 
campus,  whicli  vary  from  tomadcK*s 
to  shootings. 

Campus  Safety',  tine  State  High¬ 
way  Patrol  and  Maryville  Public 
Safety  meet  annually  to  train  peo¬ 
ple  for  situations  and  for  ways  to 
improve  llie  plan.  Green  said. 

Though  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  an  incident  won't  happen. 
Northwest  is  a  closed  campus  witli 
no  major  roads  coming  through 
campus,  which  is  beneficial  when 


it  comc's  to  safety  measure.s,  Hub¬ 
bard  said. 

The  closest  SWAT,  special  weap¬ 
ons  and  tactics  team  is  St.  Joseph, 
Cameron  and  then  Kansas  City, 
Green  said. 

Though  the  closest  SWAT  team 
more  than  30  miles  away,  local  offi¬ 
cers  on  and  off  campus  are  trained  to 
deal  vHtli  situations  and  would  act  as 
a  SWAT  team,  Hubbard  said. 

'  The  current  general  emergency 
plan  for  Northwest  ivas  mostly  put 
togetlier  after  the  Col u mbine  ki I li ngs 
in  Colorado  in  1999,  Hubbard  said. 
Green  intends  to  take  tlie  infomiation 
from  the  incident  and  Icxik  at  ways  of 
improving  safety  at  Northwest.

The  line  score  from  the  first  three  innings 
told  the  story  during  Northwest's  game 
one  loss  against  Emporia  State  Wednesday. 
Northwest's  line  featured  no  hits,  seven 
strikeouts  and  no  baserunners  ns  the  No.  6 
Hornets  prevailed  2-1. 

The  Northwest  hitters  sent  only  five  balls 
into  fair  territorj'  as  Emporia  State's  Courtney 
Reed  entered  the  fourth  inning  riding  a  per¬ 
fect  game.  The  senior  fireballer  finished  the 
contest  with  15  strikeouts  and  no  walks. 

Northwest  coach  Ryan  Anderson  said 
Reed  is  one  of  the  conference's  elite  pitch¬ 
ers. 

"We  were  helping  her  with  a  lot  of  pitches 
that  weren't  strikes,"  Anderson  said.  "We 
were  aggressive  early,  but  we  were  swing¬ 
ing  at  balls." 

Reed  saw  her  perfect  game  disappear, 
however,  in  the  fourth  as  .she  plunked  leadoff 
batter  Lindsay  Stephenson.  After  stealing 
second  and  enduring  two  more  strikeouts, 
Stephenson  tallied  Northwest's  only  run 
as  Sarah  Johnson  lined  an  RBI  single  into' 
rightfield. 

Despite  Reed's  pitching  pixnvess.  North¬ 
west  pitcher  Cola  Krueger  held  serve  allow¬ 
ing  only  tsN’o  runs.  Krueger  allowed  eight  hits 
and  managed  one  strikeout. 

"We  got  in  some  tough  situations,  and 
(Krueger)  handled  it  pretty  well,"  Anderson 
said.  "She  threw  well,  but  she  just  didn't  get 
any  run  support."

Stop  By  Today 
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Defense  excels  in  weekend  scrimmage

The  Nortliwest  fuolbnll  team 
has  holes  to  fill  in  its  defense 
before  the  beginning  of  next 
season. 

During  Sunday's  controlled 
scrimmage  at  Bearcat  Stadium, 
defensive  coordinator  Scott  Bost- 
wick  got  a  look  at  players  that 
could  fill  those  gaps. 

The  defense  was  a  little  shaky 
to  begin  the  scrimmage,  but 
improved  as  the  game  moved 
along. 

"I  thought  when  the  ball  got 
moved  back  and  they  had  to  drive 
a  little  bit,  we  played  better,"  Bost- 
wick  said. 

The  secondary  made  an  imme¬ 
diate  impact,  picking  off  three 
passes — two  coming  from  redshirt 
freshmen  Marcus  Martin  and  Alex 
Anderson.  Aldwin  Foster-Rettig, 
another  redshirt  freshman  lipped 
a  pass,  leading  to  the  third  inter¬ 
ception. 

"Tm  excited  because  we  need 
those  guys  to  move  along.  We 


need  to  develop  some  depth  back 
there,"  Bostwick  said.  "Seeing 
those  kids  make  plays  was  excit- 
ing." 

T.J.  Kaalman  impressed  the 
coaches.  Last  season,  Kaatman 
served  as  a  backup  to  nose  tackle 
Kyle  Kaiser. 

"T.J.  (Kaatman)  played  really 
solid  this  spring,  l  ie's  gelling  bol¬ 
ter  and  belter,"  Bostwick  said. 

Shoulder  surgery  left  return¬ 
ing  starter  Dallas  Flynn  out  of 
spring  practices.  The  surgery  is 
for  "minor  corrections,"  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bostwick.  Flynn,  along  with 
Terry  Bilbro,  is  expected  to  anchor 
the  defensive  lino,  which  lost  Ryan 
Waters  and  Kaiser  to  graduation. 

On  the  offensive  side,  coach 
Mel  Tjeerdsma  said  he  doesn't 
expect  any  drop  off  on  his  offense 
this  season. 

"We  expect  our  offense  to  be 
pretty  solid,  since  we've  got  so 
many  people,"  Tjeerdsma  said. 

Tjeerdsma,  entering  his  14th 
season  as  coach  and  second  sea¬ 
son  as  offensive  coordinator,  said 
Jeremy  Davis  and  Kyle  Dunn

performed  well  during  the  spring. 
Davis  and  Dunn  are  expected 
to  replace  Gabe  Frank  and  Joe 
I  lollzclaw — both  lost  to  gradu¬ 
ation.  They  will  join  returning 
starters  Tom  Restock,  Matt  Nelson 
and  Reid  Kirby. 

Brant  Gregg  has  come  along 
during  the  spring,  Tjeerdsma 
said.  Gregg  is  projected  to  start 
at  fullback,  replacing  Zach  Sher¬ 
man,  who  graduated.  Quarterback 
Blake  Bowles  has  also  impressed 
the  coaches  during  spring  practice 
and  is  expected  to  be  No.  3  on  the 
depth  chart,  behind  Joel  Osborn 
and  Josh  Mathews. 

"Overall,  I  feel  like  we've 
made  some  good  progress  this 
spring,"  Tjeerdsma  said.  "We've 
also  been  able  to  come  away 
injury-free." 

The  offense  was  without  run¬ 
ning  back  LaRon  Council  and  tight 
end  Mike  Peterson. 

Council  is  recovering  from  a 
broken  leg  and  Peterson  is  sitting 
out  because  he  is  a  part-time  stu¬ 
dent  and  is  not  eligible  to  practice 
during  the  spring.
